Mr.  Henry  Trubner  is  in  Japan  for  six 
weeks  to  select  material  for  an  exhibition 
of  Japanese  art  treasures  and  to  negotiate 
their  loan  with  the  Japanese  government.  He 
is  collaborating  with  representatives  of  three 
other  museums.  Before  leaving,  he  lectured 
at  the  Art  Gallery  of  Hamilton  on  Oct.  9 
on  “Chinese  Ceramics:  their  Development 
and  Rise  to  Fame”. 

Teaching  facilities  in  the  Brodie  Room 
have  been  improved  by  the  acquisition  of 
two  cabinets  to  house  the  collection  of  verte- 
brate fossils.  This  was  made  possible  by  a 
generous  contribution  from  the  departments 
of  geological  sciences  and  zoology.

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Commonwealth  Fellowship  1965 


The  Council  of  St.  John^s  College,  Cam- 
bridge, invite  applications  for  a Common- 
wealth Fellowship  for  the  year  1965-66. 
The  Fellowship  is  intended  to  afford  to  a 
scholar  from  an  overseas  member-state  of  the 
Commonwealth  on  leave  of  absence  from  his 
university  the  opportunity  to  pursue  his  own 
study  and  research  as  a member  of  a colle- 
giate society  and  to  make  contacts  with 
scholars  in  Great  Britain.  It  is  intended  for 
scholars  holding  academic  posts,  irrespective 
of  seniority,  and  not  for  men  still  working 
for  post-graduate  degrees. 

The  Fellowship  entitles  the  holder  to  a 
stipend  of  £300,  to  rooms  in  college  free 
of  rent  if  he  should  require  them,  and  to 
the  other  rights  and  privileges  of  a resident 
Fellow.  Election  is  made  for  one  year.  While 
it  is  expected  that  the  Fellow  will  wish  to 
spend  the  greater  part  of  his  time  in  Cam- 
bridge, he  will  not  be  restricted  by  definite 
rules  of  residence. 


The  College  Council  propose  to  make 
the  election  in  May,  1965.  The  academical 
year  at  Cambridge  begins  on  October  1 and 
the  Commonwealth  Fellow  will  be  expected 
to  enter  upon  the  Fellowship  as  soon  after 
that  date  as  is  convenient  and  not  later 
than  April,  1966. 

Application  for  the  Fellowship  should  be 
made  to  the  Master,  St.  John’s  College, 
Cambridge,  to  reach  him  not  later  than 
April  15,  1965.  It  should  be  accompanied  by 
the  candidate’s  full  names,  date  and  place 
of  his  birth,  present  appointment,  previous 
career,  qualifications,  his  plans  and  the 
approximate  date  at  which  he  would  pro- 
pose to  come  into  residence.  The  appHcation 
should  include  the  names  and  addresses  of 
not  more  than  three  persons  acquainted  with 
the  candidate  to  whom  the  Council,  if  they 
wish,  may  refer.  Testimonials  should  not 
be  sent. 


University  Interchange  Scheme 


The  British  Council  offers  a number  of 
grants  towards  the  cost  of  travel  by  univer- 
sity teachers,  scholars,  post-graduate  re- 
search workers  and  officers  to  facilitate 
visits  between  universities  in  different  parts 
of  the  Commonwealth. 

Assistance  is  given  toward  the  cost  of 
travel  only  and  an  applicant  must  have 
adequate  resources  to  maintain  himself  in 
the  Commonwealth  country  he  intends  to 
visit. 

Conditions  under  which  grants  are  made 


vary  according  to  the  category  of  the  appli- 
cant, who  normally  will  be  in  one  of  these: 

University  teachers  or  officers  on  recog- 
nized study  leave. 

Distinguished  university  scholars,  actively 
engaged  in  academic  work,  invited  by  uni- 
versities for  short  visits. 

Postgraduate  research  workers  holding 
research  grants.
